To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961, 

This  has  been  completed  on  the  same  general  lines  as  in  previous  years. 

The  Population  of  the  Area  has  increased  from  18,110  to  18,490  (380) 

(17,610  in  1959) 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  year  amounted 
to  173  (Figure  for  I960  was  167  and  figure  for  1959  was  166). 

During  the  year  Malignant,  Neoplasm  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  was 
responsible  for  5  Deaths  (6  in  i960  and  2  in  1959)  this  is  2.8%  of  the 
total  deaths  for  the  year. 

Regarding  Coronary  Disease  and  Angina  the  number  of  deaths  from  these 
causes  amounted  to  20  (Figures  for  i960  =  24  and  1959  =  28)  this  is  11.5% 
of  the  total  deaths  for  the  year. 

There  were  7  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year 
(i960  =  Nil).  These  originated  outside  the  Stone  Rural  Area  but  no 
report  as  to  the  source  has  ever  been  obtained  from  th©  Authority  where 
is  was  suspected  to  have  originated. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Council  are  ever  conscious  of  the 
need  for  main  drainage  in  the  more  remote  villages  of  the  Rural  District 
and  1961  has  seen  yet  a  further  major  extension  of  this  valuable  and 
necessary  service.  During  the  year  115  properties  were  connected  to  main 
drainage  systems . 

I  wish  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report,  and  the  Chairman,  the  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Health  visitors  for  their  guidance  and 
interest  during  the  past  year.

Population*  Population  for  the  area  for  1961  was  returned  at  IS, 490. 

This  was  an  increase  of  380  on  the  figure  for  i960.  (1959  =  17,610) 

Deaths .  Deaths  from  all  causes  including  Inward  Transferable  Deaths  and 
excluding  Still  Births  amounted  to  173  (I960  =  167).  This  gives  a  Death 
Rate  for  the  Area  of  9.3*  (Eng.  &  Wales  =  12.0)

Births .  The  number  of  Live  Births  in  the  Area  for  the  year  totalled  294 
win  .  .  was  an  increase  of  22  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  This  gives 
a  Birth  Rate  of  15*9  (Eng.  1  Wales  17.4) 

Infant  Mortality.  Ten  children  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year, 
(of  these  7  were  under  four  weeks  of  age  and  4  under  one  week  of  age).  This 
gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  area  of  34*0.  (Eng.  &  Wales  =  21.6). 

Notifiable  and  Infectious  Disease.  The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
notified  in  I96I  amounted  to  361  which  is  must  higher  than  the  figures  for 
the  last  year  (71).  The  difference  is  mainly  due  to  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  in  i960  (333  against  31) 

Food  Poisoning.  There  were  7  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  1961. 
(Nil  in  196 0j  Cause  -  See  page  1. 

Vital  Statistics.  These  give  particulars  of  Births  and  Deaths  occurring  in 
the  Stone  Rural  District  for  1961  and  give  comparison  of  the  figures  for 
the  district  with  those  for  England  and  Wales.

Sharpie v  Heath.  Hilwich.  Coton  etc..  Supply . 

The  alternative  scheme  for  supplying  the  area  from  Stafford  Borough  mains 
was  abandoned  and  the  original  scheme  prepared  by  the  Staffs.  Potteries  Water 
Board  has  been  revised  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  grant  likely  to  be  made  available. 


SEWERAGE. 


Eccleshall  Parish. 

Off lev  Hay  &  Copmere  Sewerage  Scheme . 

This  scheme  was  completed  during  November,  1961.  Working  conditions  and 
active  co-operation  by  the  Council’s  labour  force  enabled  a  saving  on  this 
scheme  of  £1,395  to  be  effected. 

Fulxord  Parish . 

Heir  Heath  &  Stallington  Sewer  aye  Scheme  Stage  II • 

Work  in  connection  with  this  main  drainage  was  completed  during  April, 
1961  at  a  cost  of  £8,366.  Final  costs  for  Stage  I  and  II  being  £16,734* 

The  completion  of  this  scheme  has  fulfilled  a  much  needed  service  for 
the  residents  both  in  the  Grindley  Lane,  Birkholme  Drive,  Golborn  Avenue 
and  Hilderstone  Road  areas  of  Meir  Heath. 
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Fulford  Parish  Continued? 


Fulford  and  Moss  Gate  Sewerage  Scheme . 

The  Council  have  given  instructions  for  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  to 
drain  the  villages  of  Moss  Gate,  Cross  Gate  and  Fulford  to  the  existing 
Saver ley  Green  Sewer. 

Kilder stone  Parish . 

Hilderstone  Sewerage  Scheme . 

Proposed  Road  widening  scheme  which  delayed  the  submission  of  'this  scheme 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  now  been  finalised  and  the 
necessary  detail  plans  are  in  course  of  preparation. 

Sand on  Parish. 

Sandon  Sewerage  Scheme. 

Preliminaries  have  now  been  finalised  for  the  siting  of  the  disposal  works 
and  Town  Planning  approval  granted.  Necessary  details  are  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  for  approval  and  grant  aid.  Estimated  cost  of  the  scheme 
being  £8,900. 


Swynnerton  Parish . 

Clayton  Sewerage  Scheme. 

Some  concern  was  expressed  by  the  Health  Committee  regarding  the  contamina¬ 
tion  of  the  Park  Brook  by  development  in  the  Northwood  Lane  and  Whitmore  Road 
areas  caused  by  se  age  from  the  septic  tank  overflows.  As  a  direct  result 
a  scheme  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £11,000  was  prepared  by  the  department  and 
submitted  to  the  iiinistrjr  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  Sanction  was 
granted  and  work  commenced  in  August. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  -  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL . 

The  Council's  refuse  collection  is  still  being  maintained  with  three 
vehicles  and  two  tips  are  now  in  operation.  Provision,  maintenance  and 
cleansing  of  street  litter  baskets  is  also  undertaken  by  the  Council. 

NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION. 

The  collection  of  night  soil  is  steadily  being  reduced  as  the  main 
drainage  system  is  extended  to  the  unsewered  parts  of  the  district. 

The  Council  still  operate  two  cesspool  emptiers  -  one  for  the  cleansing  of 
septic  tanks,  earth  and  pail  closets.  The  other  is  used  mainly  for  servicing 
of  small  sewage  installations -operated  by  the  Council.

Twenty  one  men  were  licensed  to  stun  and  slaughter  animals  under  the 
provision  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act.  1958.  The  Licences  operated 
until  the  31st  December,  1961.

Notes  on  the  foregoing  table. 


The  number  of  animals  killed  has  remained  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

A  very  pleasing  aspect  of  meat  inspection  during  the  year  has  been  the 
total  absence  of  tuberculosis. 

With  regard  to  the  amount  of  meat  condemned,  this  has  remained  about  the 
same,  and  is  largely  accounted  for  by  livers,  either  wholly  or  in  part.  With 
regard  to  sheep,  the  amount  condemned  is  somewhat  greater  than  last  year,  and 
this  again  is  largely  accounted  for  by  livers. 

Cystic ere us  bo vis. 


As  stated  in  the  table  localised  cysticercus  bovis  was  found  in  5  beasts, 
and  in  all  cases  occurred  in  the  heart  muscle.  In  three  cases  the  cyst  was 
completely  calcified  and  the  heart  was  condemned;  in  the  other  two  cases,  the 
heart  was  condemned  and  the  carcase  and  remainder  of  the  offal  was  consigned 
to  cold  storage  for  a  period  of  three  weeks.

The  condemned  meat  at  the  slaughterhouses  and  butchers’  premises  was 
disposed  of  by  the  butchers  to  a  manufacturer  of  animal  by-products  in 
accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations  I960. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES . 


Following  submission  of  the  Council’s  Slaughterhouse  Report  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  discussions  took  place  with  the  slaughterhou 
owners  with  regard  to  works  required  to  bring  their  slaughterhouses  up  to  the 
required  standard.  In  two  cases,  after  considerable  consultation,  plans  were 
submitted  and  approved.  In  the  third  case  only  minor  alterations  were  required* 
The  date  suggested  for  the  ’’Appointed  Day”  was  1st  January,  1962  and  work  com¬ 
menced,  but  as  the  year  progressed  it  became  evident  that  work  could  not  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  Ministry  agreed  to  a  postponement 
of  the  date.

Inspection  of  Other  Foods . 


The  following  amounts  of  foodstuffs  other  than  butcher’s  meat  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the 
various  owners.

Manufactured  Food . 

Five  butchers’  premises  are  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  sausage  and 
pressed  meat  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption  and  are  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  These  are  the  only  premises  registerable  under 
this  section. 


Ice-Cream. 


During  the  year  4  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice-cream,  making  a  total  of  57  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Ice-Cream  was  on  sale  at  51  of  these  premises  only. 

Samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  with  the  following  results.
